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By-Laws 
ARTICLE I 
NAME AND OBJECT 

The name of this Club is the “ESSEX FOX 
HOUNDS,” said name having been adopted 
with the consent and approval of Charles 
Pfizer, Esq., to whose efforts and liberality as 
Master of the Essex Hunt for many years past 
the community has been indebted for the main- 
tenance of hunting. 

The object of the Club is to promote fox 
hunting in Somerset and adjoining counties, 
including the territory hunted by Charles 
Pfizer, Master of the Essex Hunt, through 
whose cooperation the formation of this Club 
has been brought about, also to encourage 
riding and other country sports. 

The colors of the Club shall be hunting pink 
and orange—those of the Essex Hunt, through 
whose courtesy they have been offered to this 
Club. 

ARTICLE II 
GOVERNMENT 


Sec. 1. The affairs of the Club shall be 
managed by a Board of thirteen Trustees, 
from among which a President, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Club shall be elected annually 
as hereafter provided. The Master is ex- 
officio member of Board of Trustees. 
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Sec. 2. The President and a Master, or two 
joint Masters, of Fox Hounds shall be elected 
by a majority of all the votes cast at the an- 
nual meeting of the Club, to serve for the term 
of one year, and until their successors are 
elected. In the case of a vacancy occurring in 
office, it shall be filled within two weeks, for 
the unexpired term, at a special meeting of the 
Club called for that purpose. 


Sec. 3. The Trustees shall be elected by all 
the members of the Club by ballot, and a 
majority of all votes cast shall be necessary 
for election. The Trustees shall be classified, 
with respect to the period of time for which 
they shall severally serve, into three classes, 
as follows The first class, consisting of four 
Trustees, shall be elected for a term of one 
year; the second class, consisting of four 
Trustees, shall be elected for a term of two 
years ; the third class, consisting of five Trus- 
tees, shall be elected for a term of three years, 
and at each annual meeting the successors to 
the class of Trustees whose terms shall expire 
in that year shall be elected to hold office for 
the term of three years, so that the term of 
office of one class of Trustees shall expire in 
each year. 


As soon as possible after the annual meet- 
ing the Trustees shall elect from their own 
body all officers of the Club except the Presi- 
dent and Master or Masters of Fox Hounds.

The Trustees shall establish and enforce 
rules for the government of the Club con- 
sistent with the Constitution; but the Club 
may rescind any rule of the Trustees at a 
special meeting called for the purpose, by a 
majority vote of the members of the Club. 

Sec. 4. Any Trustee who shall absent him- 
self from three consecutive meetings unless he 
shall present at the next regular meeting an 
excuse satisfactory to a majority of those 
present, shall cease to be a Trustee. 


ARTICLE III 
DUTIES OF THE TRUSTEES 


Sec. 1. The President shall preside at the 
meetings of the Club and the Trustees. In the 
event of his absence, a meeting of the Trustees 
may elect its presiding officer He shall sign 
all written contracts and obligations of the 
Club, and shall perform such other duties as 
may be required of him by the By-laws or 
Trustees. 


Sec. 2. The Treasurer shall collect all en- 
trance fees and all dues, and shall keep the 
accounts of the Club, and report thereon at 
every annual meeting and at each regular 
meeting of the Trustees. He shall pay all 
bills on certificate of their correctness by the 
committee by whom they may have been in- 
curred, or by special order of the Trustees. 
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Sec. 3. The Master or Masters shall have 
entire control and management of the hunt, 
servants, horses and hounds; shall determine 
and give notice, through the Secretary, of the 
place, date and time of all meets; shall make 
at the end of each hunting season, but in no 
case later than May lst in each year, a report 
to the Trustees of the appropriation made for 
expenditures of the Hunt. 


Sec. 4. The Secretary shall give notice of 
all meetings of the Club and of the Trustees, 
and shall keep minutes of such meetings. He 
shall conduct the correspondence and keep the 
records of the Club. He shall furnish to the 
Treasurer the names of all persons admitted 
to membership of the Club, and shall notify 
such persons of their admission. He shall 
perform such other duties as are customary or 
may be required of him by the By-laws or the 
Trustees. 


Sec. 5. The Board of Trustees shall have 
charge of the affairs, funds and property of 
the Club, and shall exercise all the powers of 
the Club. It shall meet at least once in each 
month, three members constituting a quorum ; 
but in case not more than three members are 
present, their unanimous vote shall be neces- 
sary to carry any motion. It may make and 
enforce such rules for the government of the 
house, the use of the stables and property of 
the Club as it may see proper; provided, that 
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the same shall not be otherwise provided for 

by the Constitution or By-laws of the Club. 

It shall admit by ballot candidates for admis- 

sion, six affirmative votes at least being neces- 

sary for election, and two adverse votes ex- 

cluding any candidate. It shall have power to 

suspend or expel any member by three-fourths 

vote of the Board, two weeks’ notice in writing 

having first been given to the member with a 

copy of the charges preferred against him, It 

shall, at its first meeting after the annual elec- 

tion, appoint a House Committee, whose duty 

it shall be to have charge of and manage the 

Club House and property, to receive and act 

upon complaints and suggestions from mem- 

bers, to attend to the proper management and 

; conduct of all matters connected with the Club 
House and grounds, and to perform such other 

duties as may be referred to it by the Board of 

Trustees, subject to the By-laws and the direc- 

tion of the Board. The Board of Trustees 

may meet without the State, in the City of 

' New York. 


Sec. 6. For misconduct or neglect of duty, 
any officer of the Club may be expelled from 
office by a majority of all members of the 
Club, at a special meeting called for the pur- 
pose. 


Sec. 7. In case of a vacancy or vacancies 
occurring among the members of the Board of 
Trustees, the remaining members of the Board 
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shall fill such vacancy or vacancies from 
among the members of the Club within thirty 
days, said appointment or appointments to 
last until the next regular meeting of the Club, 
when the unexpired term or terms, if any, for 
which appointment or appointments shall have 
been made, shall be filled by an election regu- 
larly held. 


ARTICLE IV 
MEMBERSHIP 


Sec. 1. The membership of this Club shall 
consist of resident, non-resident and honorary 
members. Resident members shall be those re- 
siding within twenty miles of the Club House. 
Non-resident members and honorary members 
shall have all the rights and privileges of the 
Club, except the right to vote or hold office. 

Wives and unmarried daughters of members 
shall enjoy all the privileges of the Club. 


Src. 2, The annual dues of resident and 
non-resident members shall be One hundred 
and twenty-five dollars ($125), payable in ad- 
vance on the first day of May in each year, 
provided that the dues of members elected 
within sixty days before May Ist, in any year, 
shall be applied to the following fiscal year 

Any member failing to pay his annual dues 
during the month, on the first of which the 
same is payable, shall be posted on the first 
day of the following month, and notified in 
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writing thereof ; and if payment be not made 
on or before the fifteenth day of said follow- 
ing month, he shall, unless such default be in 
the discretion of the Board of Trustees satis- 
factorily accounted for, cease to be a member 
of the Club. 

There shall be no dues charged to honorary 
members. 


Sec. 3. Any candidate for admission whose 
name shall be proposed after September 1, 
1913, shall, if elected, pay an initiation fee of 
One hundred dollars ($100), and if he shall 
not so pay it within thirty days after he shall 
have received a formal notice in writing of his 
election, he shall not become a member of the 
Club. 


Sec. 4. Any member may be expelled from 
the Club for a violation of the provisions of 
the Constitution or By-laws of the Club or for 
any conduct injurious to the good order, peace 
or interest of the Club by the Board of Trus- 
tees under the restrictions and regulations 
hereinbefore provided for the taking of such 
action by the Board ; and when finally expelled 
he shall thereby forfeit all right and claim to 
Club property. 

Sec. 5. All proposals for membership shall 
be made to the Board of Trustees through the 
Secretary, signed by the proposer and _sec- 
onder, stating the name and residence of the 
candidates, and the proposal shall immediately 
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be posted, with the date of the proposal, upon 
the bulletin board of the Club, and no pro- 
posal shall be acted upon unless the same shall 
have been posted at least two weeks before the 
meeting at which such action shall be taken. 

All names so posted and remaining on the 
bulletin board at the time of a stated meeting 
shall be acted upon by the Board, provided the 
membership of the Club is not filled, but by 
the unanimous vote of all members of the 
Board any name may be passed over for one 
meeting. 

(At the meeting of November 13, 1914, the 
Trustees “Resolved, That hereafter no mem- 
ber of the Board of Governors shall propose 
or second a candidate for membership in the 
Club.’’) 

Sec. 6. Every member-elect shall be forth- 
with notified of his election and required to 
pay to the Treasurer the entrance fee and 
dues as hereinbefore provided for, and shall 
not be entitled to any privileges of membership 
until he shall have made such payment. If 
such payment shall not have been made upon 
the expiration of the thirty days next succeed- 
ing his receipt of the notice aforesaid, his 
election shall be void. 

Sec. 7 Any member may withdraw from 
the Club after the payment of all dues by giv- 
ing the Secretary a written notice of his resig- 
nation, which shall operate as a release of all 
his interest in the Club property. 
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ARTICLE V 
MEETINGS 

Sec. 1. There shall be an annual meeting 
of the Club for the election of Trustees, Offi- 
cers and other business, which shall be held 
at the Club House on the first Friday in June 
in each year, notice of which annual meeting 
shall be sent to each member by the Secre- 
tary. If no quorum be present, the presiding 
officer shall adjourn the meeting until some 
other day, and it shall then be held with the 
same effect as if held upon the date originally 
named. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by 
the President or the Board of Trustees, and 
either the President or the Board of Trustees 
shall call such meetings at any time upon the 
written request of ten members specifying the 
object of the meeting, a notice of which meet- 
ing shall be sent to each member of the Club. 

Sec. 3. The number of members necessary 
to constitute a quorum at any regular meeting 
shall be ten resident members. 


ARTICLE VI 

Sec. 1. These By-laws shall be subject to 
alteration only by an affirmative vote of a 
majority of all the resident members of the 
Club present at an annual meeting, or at a 
meeting duly called for the purpose. 

Sec. 2. Voting by proxy shall be allowed 
at all meetings of the Club.
